REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
The claimed subject matter is deemed to fail to patentablv distinguish over the state of the art as represented by the cited 
references. Applicant essentially argue that there is no teaching in Hausheer of a device that can simultaneously introduce and 
remove fluid from a vascular site and more specifically, there is no teaching or even suggestion of a device that has at least 
separate fluid introduction and removal conduits. This is not persuasive because In response to applicant's argument that 
there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, 
suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. In this case. Hausheer et al. clearly teaches same fluid delivery device "catheter" claimed by the 
Applicants therefore Hausheer et al's catheter is too capable of performing the intended use of "dynamically introducing the 
solution to and simultaneously aspirating said solution from a vascular site of a host". It is noted that there is no physical or 
structural different of the catheter taught bv prior art and Applicant's and that intended use does not impart patentable weight to 
a product. See MPEP 21 1 1 .03: Intended use recitations and other types of functional language cannot be entirely 
disregarded. However, in apparatus, article and composition claims, intended use must result in a structural difference 
between the claimed invention the prior art in order to patentablv distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. L
